DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
02/09/2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3 & 4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art Tagaya '756 teaches rare earth magnets and uses multiple protective layers 
over the rare earth magnet (Col. 3, Line 25-49). Which include a Ni based underlayers 
and electroless plated Cu layers, additional Cu layers, Ni-P layers, electroless Ni layers, 
and an assortment of top layer coatings (DLC, polymer, etc. see (Col. 5, Line 8-20)). 
However, Tagaya US 5,314,756 fails to teach, suggest or render obvious the rare earth 
protective magnet having a three layer structure where the grain sizes are manipulated 
in order to minimize the number of pinholes as argued by applicant in response filed 
02/09/2009.
